Chinese governm ent today moved 
swiftly and energetically to sup­ 
press an uprising in the

vince of S hantung, the first real 
test of C h in a’s unity since 
the 
nationalists cam e into power at 
N anking. 
T hree thousand soldiers of the 
form er P eking Regime, 
recently 
incorporated into the Nationalist 
arm y, form ed th e nucleus of a 
m ovem ent seeking to establish an 
independent zone from the north 
coast of th e S hantung province. 
Coincident with this development 
the m ovem ents of tw o 
powerful 
m ilitary figures.

Tsung-Chang,

East Orange, N. J.. Feb. 21 -(ZP) 
Peter Mooney, a jilted suitor who 
felt the only proof of hi* love was 
murder, today ©hot and killed the 
girl who spurned him and imr twiu 
sister, and then wounded Himself 
crucially with a bullet near the 
heart. 
The victims were Margaret, his 
sw eetheart, and Frances Bowes, 20. 
Clad in the full uniform of ser­ 
geant of police of the Delaware, 
i^ackawanna & W estern Railroad, 
Mooney approached the two girls 
from behind. 
The girls were walk­ 
ing single tile through a narrow 
pathway trodden through the deep 
snow. 
M argaret 
died 
instantly 
from two bullets fired from a re­ 
volver placed against 
her 
neck. 
Frances turned at the shots und 
saw her sister fall. 
She stumbled 
through the snow in an effort to 
escape but Mooney steadied him­ 
self and fired two bullets into her 
back. 
Had Planned K illin g . 
Frances died less 
than 
e :ght 
hours later after a blood tran s­ 
fusion. 
Mooney was taken to the 
same hospital and the last rites 
of the Rom an 
Catholic 
church 
were adm inistered him. 
Letters found in Mooney’s uni­ 
form Indicated 
he 
planned 
and 


timed the crime well in advance, 
but why he took the life of ilia 
former sweetheart s sister was not 
known. 
The missives were alightly in­ 
coherent. 
One was Mooney's will, 
distributing several 
hundred dol­ 
lars among his relatives, at the 
end of which was a farewell to 
Sergeant F. W. Smith, who worked 
with him on the railroad police 
force. 
It was signed “ Peter Moo­ 
ney, aJso a British soldier.” 
Blames Girl’s Mother. 
Another, marked ‘ this is all the 
information for the police,’’ read: 
"I Peter Mooney, 
have 
killed 
Margaret Howes and 
myself 
be­ 
cause I loved her and I could not 
get her. 
And I ask forgiveness 
from God and everybody, and this 
Is th e only way I can prove my 
love for her to her m other.” 
In a note to Mrs. Gifford Howe*, 
the tw ins’ mother, Mooney charged 
‘‘it is you I blame for all this trou­ 
ble.” 
Mooney was 27 years old. 
He 
made his home with the Howes 
family, which consisted of father, 
mother, twin slaters, and 15-year- 
old 
brothers, 
also 
twins. 
I^ast 
Monday he was asked to find board 
elsewhere because of his attentions 
to Margaret.

In tile senate tile naval appro­ 
priation bill, with its item for be­ 
ginning Hic construction of fifteen 
cruisers and an airplane carrier, 
was discussed at length and agree­ 
ment finally reached to end debate 
at 2 p. in. tomorrow. 
The house had before it the sec­ 
ond deficiency 
appropriation 
bill, 
calling for $191,599,000 for various 
government expenses. 
It included 
a provision for repayment of $75.- 
000,000 to taxpayers whose funds 
had been taken illegally by the in­ 
ternal revenue bureau. 
There will 
included in Die 
measure an item of $2,727,817 addi­ 
tional dry enforcem ent funds. 
The 
senate had voted to make $24,000,- 
000 available for this purpose and 
with the houee refusing to accept 
the first deficiency bill, iii which if 
was included, was blocked. 
The 
second hill contains all of the pro­ 
visions of the first except t hut for 
proliihtion.

“The total production for the 
ifU. S. Is estimated at 462,943,000 
[bushels," Mr. Kuhn says. 
“A 
'total of 420,891,000 bushels were 
grown In the 
36 
late 
potato 
sta te s. 
The reports Indicate that 
^nearly seven and a half million 
[bushels of the potatoes available 
ffor harvest were 
left 
in 
the 
ground. 
The quantity of pota­ 
to es held by growers and dealers 
in the 36 late potato states on 
January I, 1929, and available 
fo r sale after that date is esti­ 
m ated at 130.936,000 compared 
to 99,746,000 bushels a year ago. 
"Of the 420,891,000 bushels in 
fthe thirty-five late states, 
only 
(413,000,000 bushels were dug. It 
(.is estimated that 
forty 
million 
■bushels were unfit for food 
or 
(seed, sold for starch, or were lost 
.from decay or shrinkage up 
to 
[january let. 
In addition, 
over 
eight million bushels of ordinar­ 
il y marketable potatoes were fed 
to livestock before January 1st. 
The total quantity saved for food 
►on the farms where grown is es- 
i ti mated at about 64,600,000 bus­ 
hels, and the quantity held 
for 
seed is estimated at 
34,300,000 
bushels. 
“Subtracting from 
the 
total 
quantity estimated to have been 
grown the culls, the 
quantities 
left in the ground, fed, saved for 
food, and saved for seed. leaves 
a balance of 266,641,000 bushels, 
most of which have either been 
sold or are still available for sale.

tude toward the payment of debts 
which is slowing down collections 
and hampering business, Mr. Bab­ 
son believes. 
In a statem ent on 
the m atter today he says: 
“ I have before me B radstreet’s 
report on collection conditions in 
40 leading cities in the 
United 
States and Canada. 
In only 2 of 
those 40 cities collections are re­ 
ported good. 
In 17 cities they 
are only fair, while in 21 cities 
they are shown as slow, or poor. 
Moreover, reports coming to me 
from 
smaller cities and 
towns 
throughout 
the 
country 
show 
about 
the 
same 
unsatisfactory 
credit situation. 
“ Why is it so hard for m anu­ 
facturers and m erchants to col­ 
lect their Just debts when busi­ 
ness 
is generally active, wages 
and employment good, and pur­ 
chasing power greater than ever? 
This problem calls for some ser­ 
ious thinking. 
Changed Attitude Toward Debts. 
“ I 
believe there are 
several 
reasons for slow collections. The 
most fundamental of them, how­ 
ever, is the relaxed sense of duty 
and 
obligation 
toward 
debts

This 
tends to break down the old pre­ 
judice against owing money, and 
this new attitude spreads toward 
all *kinds of debts. 
A sharp dis­ 
tinction, 
however, 
should 
be 
made between money due on in­ 
stalment purchases and 
money 
due the grocer, landlord, or doc­ 
tor. 
In the case of 
instalment 
purchases the purchaser is paying 
interest and recompense for the 
financing of his debt, the same as 
on© would pay interest 
to 
his 
hank when receiving a loan. 
On 
the other hand, in the case of 
the grocer and the landlord they 
are financing the purchaser w ith­ 
out any interest or 
recompense 
whatever. Instalment purchasing 
is, therefore, on a Just business 
basis, whereas going into debt to 
the grocer or landlord cannot be 
considered good ethics or 
good 
business. 
“ Much has been said both for 
and against 
instalment 
sales. 
Personal 
observation 
convinces 
me that instalment selling is here 
to stay. 
We must not, therefore. 
abuse the advantages which it of­ 
fers by thinking that we can pay 
all our bills— the grocer, land­ 
lord, and doctor— by the deferred 
payment plan. 
Rapid Money Turnover Resent tai. 
“This m atter of slow 
collec­ 
tions is a vital one to the con­ 
tinuation 
of 
general 
business 


prosperity, entirely aside 
from 
the 
losses 
and 
inconvenience 
which it causes individual busi­ 
ness men. 
The only way to keep 
business good is to keep money 
circulating rapidly. 
It is not so 
much the amount of money in the 
country that helps business, it is 
the speed of turnover. 
The great 
difference between good and dull 
business conditions is the rate at 
which money changes hands. One 
dollar spent twice develops the 
same amount of business as two 
dollars spent once. 
“Apparently, however, neither 
the public nor th e business men 
realize that fact. 
Tho prevailing 
idea seems to be to hold on to 
your cash balance and let 
the 
bills go. 
I am not speaking of 
any particular locality 
or 
any 
particular line of business. 
If 
the habit of slow payment existed 
only in one section the fact would 
not be so serious to future busi­ 
ness conditions; but it is the gen­ 
eral condition. 


Prompt Collections Would Ease 
Money Conditions. 
“We are in a period of 
stiff 
money rates. 
The Federal 
Re­ 
serve’s recent 
warning 
against 
loaning for speculation was based 
on fear that the high rates, 
if 
they 
continue, 
may 
seriously 
hamper business and 
industrial 
activity. 
Reduction 
of 
the 
amount of money employed in the 
stock m arket would ease the sit­ 
uation, to be sure. 
Few of us 
realize, however, that slow collec­ 
tions have a similar effect to the 
stock m arket 
in 
reducing 
the 
workable supply of money 
for 
business. 
When collections slow 
down 25 per cent, that is exactly 
the same as sending one-quarter 
of the money out of the country. 
On the other hand, if checks were 
malled this week for even 20 per 
cent of Hie unpaid bills over ten 
days old. that would be equiva­ 
lent to increasing the amount of 
workable money for business pur- 
Doses at 
least 
$1,000,000,000. 
Therefore, if we want to 
keep 
business in a healthy, strong con­ 
dition we must each individually 
do what we can to keep money 
circulating; and the best way to 
do that is to pay all bills prom pt­ 
ly. 
(lad Debt L nwcn Severe Burden 
On Business. 
“There Is, of course, a vast dif­ 
ference between slow 
collections 
and bad debts. 
The majority 
of 
the accounts now past due 
are 
good for payment sooner or later 
However, the losses suffered from 
really had debts are altogether 
too large. 
Careless credit grant­ 
ing is responsible for 
many 
of 
them. 
In the present mad rush 
for larger volume of sales, credit 
safeguards are 
often 
ignored. 
The result is that losses averag­ 
ing over $2,000,000 every w ork­ 
ing day are experienced by m anu­ 
facturers and m erchants in the 
United States. 
“ Credit losses in the past ten 
years have totaled 
around

citrus grove grower 
read 
the 
story in the News about the 15- 
acres 
of 
three-year-old 
trees 
owned by Captain Gawthmen of 
the Lower Rio 
Grande 
Planta­ 
tions. In that article it was stat­ 
ed that three-year-old trees with 
a seven foot spread were excep­ 
tional. They are! 
According to the citrus experts 
in California, Florida and Texas, 
a three-year-old tree with a six- 
foot spread shows normal devel­ 
opment. 
Louis Johnson, 
a 
native 
of 
Michigan, who came to the valley 
from New Orleans 
three 
years 
ago has a three-year-old 
citrus 
grove on the south side of East 
Donna. The trees were 
planted 
three years ago but a freeze kill­ 
ed a lot of them— all but 17 In 
fact— and the balance had to be 
replaced. Those replacements are 
four 
months 
less 
than 
three 
year old now and they show 
a 
spread of from eight to 
twelve 
feet. 
Mr. Johnson 
says 
that 
with good care and attention, ci­ 
trus trees will exceed that growth 
in the Magic Valley. 
“I believe that were I able to 
start a new grove now, I could 
far 
exceed 
the 
development 
shown on my five acres,” 
said 
Mr. Johnson. “ When 
I 
started 
here I knew very little about ci­ 
trus culture. I had 
planted 
a 
few trees in Louisiana 
only 
to 
have them killed off by cold wea­ 
ther. I came to the Valley and 
had the 
same 
thing 
happen 
right after my arrival. But the 
replacements have grown rapidly 
and now It would be hard to tell 


the original trees planted 
from 
those set our four months later. 
Asked 
about 
methods, 
Mr. 
Johnson had litle to say. “I have 
tried to use ordinary horse sense 
and of course I have done a lot 
of work on the grove. Most trees 
dow’n here get too much water. 
Mine haven’t. 
And I have found 
that a little water in the grove 
will prevent freezing. 
I haven’t 
used a sub-boiler and so far I 
haven't 
planted 
cover 
crops. 
From time to time I have grown 
vegetables between the groves of 
trees. Each tree has geen 
given 
personal attention and in 
order 
to 
preserve 
symmetry 
I 
have 
forced growth in certain 
direc­ 
tions by tying limbs and by prun­ 
ing. 
As we walked through the five 
acres of well-cared for trees, Mr. 
Johnson directed our attention to 
one tree which appeared to be in 
an unhealthy condition. 
“Some 
kind of root disease got that t!»ee. 
Took some sour orange saplings 
and grafted them to the existing 
roots. Looks as if I’ll save the 
tree.” It does! 
“Those interested in citrus cul­ 
ture should look at Mr. Johnson’s 
five acre grove. It is an excep­ 
tionally fine one and the methods 
used in bringing it to its pres­ 
ent stage of development 
vary 
greatly from the general practice 
in the Valley. Perhaps Mr. John­ 
son’s personal interest in 
every 
individual tree In his grove has 
had a lot to do with It for Mr. 
Johnson kn<fws every tree as well 
as a mother knows her children. 
And his attention to details has 
secured real results. 
That’s fine.
